duel related by Mr. N. N. Junes, of 
Normal, a well known stock raiser and 
:armer, the early part of whose career 
was spent chiefly in the South, and 
whose adventurous disposition led him 
into witnessing many stirring stoned. 
At my request Mr. Jones again told 
the story ol one of the most noted du- 
els of the century 
Hid narration was 


as follows : 


During the wiattr of 1S3C I was 


stopping in Vicksburg, Miss. 
Karly 


one morning a report was circulated 
through the town that a duel was to 
be fought on the other siie of the riv- 
er, which is iu the state of Loui.-iana, 
and in which *icimty at that time, no 
ona lived. 
Following the example of 


others, I obtained a passage in a small 
row boat and went over. The boatmen 
did a lively business that day. 
Some 


persons estimated tha number of men 
and boys who were present and wit- 
nessed the duel as high as 3,000. On 
landing I found a group of persons, 
among whom was one dressed in a 
white auit, cut in military style. 
He 


was apparently 22 years of age.^ was 
about five feet in height, and weighed 
about 100 pounds, tie was a hand 
some little gentleman, and was sur- 
rounded by friends. 
I soon learned 


that he was one of the 
two who were 


to exchange rifle shots at thirty steps 


aid bowie-knife, and damn them, let 
them come oa !"Jevidantly expecting tv 
be mobbed by Menafee's friends. I 
was told afterwards by one who wan 
there that a brother of Menafee's did 
start to go to McClurg. but was stopp- 
ed by a tnend, who told him that his 
brother had becom- conscious and Baid 
he would fight again as soon as he was 
able. 
Poor fellow, he lived but two 


days. 
McClurg and his friend left the 


ground iumeliately. 


"McClurg, wlio had received a beat- 


ing with a billiardjcae from Menafee, 
was the challenging party ; Menafee 
accepted the challege. 
Having the 


right to choose the place of meetiui; aud 
aim1! to fi^ht, also the distance, Mena- 
fee cho-e to fk'bt at his own home with 
rfles, at thirty steps. 
It was said^ that 


he had practised with his rifle until he 
could hit a bilvcr dollar at every shot 
HP did nut shoot ia the second encoun 
ter, and luckily, in his fall, his gun was 
not discharged, Had it been, nn> 
doubted.y some of the spectators woulc 
have been wounded or killed, as then 
was a wall of men several tiers deep on 
each side and not more than thirty feet 
from the direct pline of the bullet's pas- 
sage ; and what few trees there were 
around were also full of spectators. 


"The sheriff 
of the county was 


present, but did not make any attempt 
in prevent the due! from taking place. 
He was, however, prompt in doing his 
duty to prevent liquor being sold on 
the ground unlawfully. 
A man that 


brought over the river a quantity for 
sale was prevented from selling H, un- 
ess ha would pay to the sheriff $50 
that being the price for a license. 


"This was the first and last duel 1 


ever witnessed. I could aeareely reals 
ize that wh ch I saw was a reality. I 
was disgusted at the sight, and resolved 
tha' T never would see another."

Destruction, of Kiver tisli.—Within 


the last few weeks, since the breaking 
up of the ice in the river, a large num- 
ber of dead fish have been noticed float- 
ing dowu the stream, and those who 
have seen them have kbeen puzzled to 
understand the cause of so many fish 
dying so suddenly. Alderman Peake, 
who is a close observer, and has given 
the matter considerable thought, ac- 
counts for it iu the following manner: 
Last tall the liver first froze over when 
at a very low stage of water, after which 
there came a heavy rain, covering the 
ice with several inches of water. This 
rain was followed by a sudden freeze, 
and Mr. Peake's theoiy is that the fish 
were caught between the first coat ot 
ice and the one that formed aftei the 
rain, and that being thus confined, froze 
to death as the ice gradually tnickoned 
untL the upper strata reached the lower. 
At all events fbh of the sucker, red- 
horse, buffalo and cat fish varieties, 
hiwe perished by thousands, and are 
now floating dowu the river in a par- 
tially decayed condition.

At the Inter-collegiate contest in New 
York, last January, Hie first prize in 
Latiu was awarded lo Emil Schwertfcg- 
gt-r, and to-day the stuilenlH li>ani of las 
suiuide. Mr S.'s abilities and applica- 
tion as a student can haiclly be overesti- 
mated. By all the professors here he 
was cherished as a son, and he was 
esteemed and respected by all the stu- 
deuls of his acquaintance. His death, 
theiefore, is a cause for grief with all Ml 
the university. 
Kjcitationi to day were 


dispensed with, and all join in one com- 
uiuu sorrow at his sad end.

alleged for the suicide is his poor health.
